WHEREAS, Larry Bell"s legal acumen earned him an
unprecedented permanent seat on the executive committee of the
international association of fish and wildlife agencies and as
chairman of its legal and wildlife resources policy committees;

WHEREAS, Larry Bell was honored as range conservationist
of the year for 2003 by the society of range management; and

WHEREAS, Larry G. Bell is an active outdoorsman, a member
of the rocky mountain elk foundation, ducks unlimited and the
national wild turkey federation and in his retirement, he hopes
to devote more time to these outdoor interests;
